“What Can I Do?”’ 


A group of Illinois Quakers have 
decided to take personal action in 
strengthening the United Nations 
at the community and personal lev- 
cl where all who are interested may 
take part. The group has taxed them- 
selves one per cent of their gross 
incomes; this voluntary tax is con- 
tributed in sealed envelopes; the 
total is sent directly to the com- 
missioner for Technical Assistance 
of the UN. These funds are desig- 
nated specifically for identifiable 
technical assistance projects — rath- 
er than being dropped into the gen- 
eral UN fund. 

The Urbana-Champaign Friends 
Meeting (Quakers) prepared a “Mes- 
sage to our Fellow Inhabitants on 
this Earth,” petitioning others to 
join this direct effort to strengthen 
the agencies of peace. “This is not 
an act of charity. We feel that peace 
has become the fourth necessity of 
life, along with food, shelter and 
clothing. No one who pays taxes to 
the Federal Government considers 
it an act of charity. We look upon 
this self-imposed tax as a recogni- 
tion of one of the obligations of 
world citizenship.” The _ Illinois 
Quaker group will send their peti- 
tion to the more than 1,000 Quaker 
Monthly Meetings in the nation and 
will also search for ways to widen 
the appeal to all denominations and 
religious groups in the world. Sev- 
eral noted professors and scientists 
from the University of Illinois and 
the University of Chicago are includ- 
ed among the sponsoring Friends.

Prejudice & Business 

A survey, called “Little Rock Re- 
port— The City. Its People, Its 
Business,” is being circulated in edu- 
cational and religious circles. It 
aims at presenting a revealing pic- 
ture of what racial hatreds can do 
to a city. Briefly, here is the score: 
Little Rock political leaders began 
their defiance of the Supreme Court 
in September, 1957; since then 
building and general construction in 
the city has dropped by 10 per 
cent: personal income gains in Little 
Rock lag behind the rest of the state 
by 17 per cent; home purchases are 
25 per cent below the period before 
the racial conflict; 20 per cent of 
rental properties are vacant. Before 
the integration difficulties. an aver- 
age of five new industries came to 
Little Rock each year: between 1950 
and Sept. 1957, 47 local industries 
expanded their businesses — since 
then only two have added to their 
properties. 

The economic pressure for a 
peaceful solution to the racial ques- 
tion has become a major factor in 
the city’s thinking. 


SOUTHERN HOTELS: Another 
economic pressure, being felt in 
the South as a result of racial intol- 
erance, is the growing tendency of 
national organizations to bypass 
Southern cities and Southern hotels 
for their annual gatherings. Among 
the first to do so was the American 
Association for the Advancement of 
Science, one of the world’s largest 
scientific groups. The U. S. Confer- 
ence of Mayors shifted its conven- 
tion from New Orleans to Miami 
Beach last year after its officials had 
been notified that Negro delegates 
could not stay in white hotels in New 
Orleans. The Conference of Mayors 
includes Negro officials from several 
Northern communities. There are 
many more organizations which no 
longer go South for their conven- 
tions.

EEDED LEGISLATION: A number of national problems of highest 

importance cannot be solved until legislative action is taken. You can 
participate in these decisions by writing of your convictions to your Senator 
and Representative. Here are some of the major issues: 

e APPROVAL OF THE ANTARCTIC TREATY. On Dec. 1}, 
twelve nations, including the U. S. and the U.S.S.R., signed a treaty to 
assure that Antarctica will be used for peaceful purposes only. This must 
be ratified by Congress. 

e MONEY MUST BE APPROPRIATED FOR DISARMAMENT 
STUDIES. The State Dept. requested some $400,000. for technical studies 
on disarmament. This money is needed badly to support U. S. participation 
in the 10-nation Disarmament Conference beginning March 15 under the 
auspices of the UN. Military pressure on the House and Senate had prev- 
iously resulted in the shelving of this proposal. In this new session a move 
is now on to enlarge the request to provide for a National Peace Agency 
to deal with the technical and political problems related to disarmament. 
These problems must be met; otherwise the professional military will con- 
tinue to sidestep or block salient disarmament moves. With $41 billions 
spent annually on defense (most of it becoming mountains of junk within 
a few years), should we not at least allot .001 per cent (1/100 of | per cent) 
of the arms budget to the promotion of disarmament by factual and scien- 
tific means? Public sentiment needs to be stirred to forward such legislation. 


e AN OVERHAUL OF THE U. S.— CHINA POLICY is press- 
ing. Increasing pressure from our allies is being felt for a more realistic 
relationship to Red China. Legislation is needed to reshape our foreign 
policy to the fact that Red China is now one of the three greatest powers, 
along with the U. S. and the Soviet Union. There can be no effective foreign 
policy, no disarmament, no stable world trade expansion — all so desirable 
no i nd that one-fifth of the human race doesn't 
exist. To consider Formosa as “China” has become self-defeating. U. S. 
officials in disarmament negotiations are now being forced to deal with Red 
China, but they must proceed like the old farmer who wouldn't speak to 
his wife, so had to carry on all family discussions through the kids. 


e OVERHAUL OF FOREIGN ECONOMIC AID: (1) Adopt 
long range aid programs in place of the present year-to-year operations 
which involve endless Congressional debate and frequent termination of 
worthy projects. (2) Clarify the separation and reduction of military aid 
from true economic aid. (The present “foreign aid” budget of $3'% billion 
is four-fifths military aid.) (3) Use more of our agricultural surpluses for 
foreign aid and development. (4) Increase the sums for UN and U. S. tech- 
nical assistance programs, in addition to the billion or more for the De- 
velopment Loan Fund which Congress has already authorized. This is vital 
to lift aid to underdeveloped areas above cold war rivalries, thus reducing 
the cold war aggressiveness on both sides. 

e FEDERAL AID FOR SCHOOLS. especially a building pro- 
gram. According to the U. S. Dept. of Health, Education and Welfare. 
about 10 million public school children are housed or crowded into over- 
sized classes; an additional 195,000 qualified public school teachers are 
needed. All authorities agree that protracted weaknesses in the U. S. edu- 
cational system have contributed much to the second-rate position of the 
U. S. in world scientific leadership. Yet Congressional reactionaries, breath- 
ing fire over the dangers of communism, fight all efforts to lift U. S. educa- 
tion to higher levels. 


Two major bills are pending: The House, Education and Labor Committee has reported on 

the bill which authorizes $4.5 billion fer aid to school construction and teachers’ salaries over a 
four-year period. The Senate Labor and Public Welfare Committee has reported a bill that calls 
for a two-year program of up to $1 billicn to match local funds for school construction.

e JUVENILE DELINQUENCY AND YOUTH CONSERVA- 
TION. Bills are before both Houses to authorize expenditures that will 
help state and private agencies develop demonstration projects in controlling 
juvenile delinquency. Included are the new Youth Conservation Camps in 
which boys under 21 would engage in reforestation, water shed rehabilita- 
tion and other conservation activities on publicly owned land and reserva- 
tions. Where any of these projects have been tried, the results in the trans- 
formation of criminally-bent juveniles have been miraculous. 

e CIVIL RIGHTS LEGISLATION is a major issue, centering 
largely on whether or not Federal registrars should supplant state registrars 
where it can be shown that Negroes are systematically barred from voting. 
It has already been established by the President’s Civil Rights Commission 
that, in many Southern communities, Negroes are prevented from voting by 
brazen subterfuges — Negroes whose educational and cultural levels some- 
times considerably exceed those of the white electoral officials who bar 
them. A Federal registrar would bring Federal law and justice into these 
situations. 

This is all headline legislation that the Congress must act upon or 
the nation will suffer irretrievable loss. 


THE CHANGING NATURE OF WAR 


HE recent “break-throughs” in military science will soon change the 
nature of war: 

(1) The U. S. Navy Research Laboratories have developed a radar 
that can see over the horizon, detect missiles as they are launched as far as 
2600 miles away. This technique promises that such detection will spot 
submarine missile firings, will eventually detect the discharge of the inter- 
continental missiles deep within Russian Siberia. The British are also per- 
fecting a similar system. It may be assumed that the Russians are not far 
behind. The Navy hails the development as one of the most significant 
break-throughs in radar technology since its development in the 1930's. 

(2) This radar break-through is closely allied with the further an- 
nouncement that both the U. S. and Russia will soon be launching space 
satellites carrying powerful electronic cameras that can photograph in de- 
tail the surfaces of the earth, day and night, and under all weather condi- 
tions. This development has long been forecast. The Manchester Guardian 
reports that high flying aerial photography as far back as 1956 was able to 
cover all of Italy in less than an hour, and was so precise that ‘a poodle 
could be recognized standing on the steps of St. Peter’s.” The scientists 
promise that these observations will have such clear detail that no form of 
mobilization or concentration of men or equipment can take place on any 
spot of the globe without detection. 

These startling innovations have been met with a stunned silence by 
most of the military, recalling the “war game” in the 1920's. when Gen. 
Billy Mitchell destroyed battleships with hand-dropped miniature air 
bombs, rendering surface warships obsolete. But the new fact is simply too 
great, too revolutionary for the traditional military mind to grasp, until a 
generation has rolled by. Today’s tacticians generally agree that the dis- 
asters of Pearl Harbor, the Coral Sea and Singapore, costing thousands of 
American lives and delaying victory for years, were due largely to the fail- 
ure of military leadership to grasp the significance of air attack vs. sea power. 

THESE TWO NEW BREAK-THROUGHS mean that every air 
carrier is but a tempting target to be followed day and night; yet scores of 
Admirals and other Navy officers, along with ship building executives, are 
devoting their lives to the perpetuation of air carriers as to a sacred trust. 
All stationary missile bases, of which we are now building scores at great 
cost. are obsolete. But these are the pets of many officers and construction 
firms. The great underground firing missile bases, that are already envi- 
sioned to replace the surface stations now under construction, are all marked 
clearly for obsolescence. For, underground or not. any unusual activity 
around their entrances will focus the fires of hell upon them. Only those 
weapons that can lurk under the sea and move about in disguised trucks 
and railroad cars will have effective value and that but momentary: the in- 
stant their missiles are discharged, retaliation will be on the way to wipe 
them out before the recoil is over, for the speed of the intercontinental 
rockets is increasing week by week. (For details on radar detection and 
satellite cameras, see Christian Science Monitor, Jan. 18; Washington Post. 
Jan. 14.) ‘ 

The Russians undoubtedly have these remarkable innovations also 
— radar sightings and camera satellites — which are probably in the back- 
ground of Khrushchev’s boisterous announcement of substantial cuts in 
Soviet ground, sea and air forces. The Soviet Premier boldly stated that 
armies, navies and military aircraft, including all bombers, are now out-of- 
date. Such realism can hardly be expected in Pentagon circles where Gen-

Southern cities are easing racial re- 
strictions in their establishments. 

The average convention, accord- 
ing to trade sources, ranges from 
about 500 delegates upward for a 
stay of about three and a half days. 
Each delegate spends a little over 
$30. a day. Not only do the hotels 
feel the pinch when they lose annual 
conventions they have catered to for 
years, but merchants, bus and train 
companies, and airlines all are 
caught in the losses which amount to 
a considerable sum in good conven- 
tion cities. 

Hotels in Atlanta, Louisville. St. 
Louis, Richmond and elsewhere are 
quietly letting it be known that they 
will accept Negro convention guests, 
providing that there aren't too 
many. The conventions will be per- 
mitted to arrange integrated meet- 
ing and eating facilities on a “semi- 
private” basis. Negro guests may eat 
in private dining rooms with their 
white colleagues but must not ask to 
be served in the public dining rooms 
patronized by the hotel's regular 
guests. 

With the conspicuous gains which 
Negroes are making in the trades 
and professions, with colored men 
and women winning places of rec- 
ognition in business and civic organ- 
izations, integration quietly moves 
forward without the militant activi- 
ties which have caused so much bit- 
terness in the last few years. 


Jobs & Integration 

Aside from race discrimination, 
Negroes in the South face job limi- 
tations largely because of the low 
educational levels and inadequate 
training facilities in colored com- 
munities. A Presidential Committee 
on Government Contracts reports 
that a significant “breakthrough” has 
come in the ability of Negroes to 
get skilled jobs. By putting pressure 
on contractors and corporations in 
the South, who seek Government 
contracts, to hire Negroes and, at 
the same time. by encouraging Ne- 
gro leaders to push the training of 
their youth in the technical skills, 
many thousands of Negroes are 
now securing jobs in areas hereto- 
fore reserved for skilled white 
workers. 

A large defense aircraft plant in 
Texas has hired its first Negro cleri- 
cal worker; a nationally known 
company in Greensboro, S. C., em- 
ploys Negroes for white collar jobs 
in the personnel and accounting 
departments and even as junior 
laboratory technicians — jobs that 
have never before been filled by 
Negroes in the state. The same 
company has announced that Ne- 
gro workers who qualify will now 
be considered for upgrading to su- 
perior jobs. The International La- 
tex Co. of Delaware, a strongiy 
Southern-oriented area, has hired its 


first Negro employees and has ar- 
ranged for the further employment 
of trained Negro personnel. While 
these may be considered isolated 
instances, they are of great signifi- 
cance because thousands of Negro 
youth will be encouraged to push 
their educations further than in the 
past when there was no hope of 
finding better positions. The Presi- 
dent’s Committee reported, “When 
young Negroes discover that they 
will be rewarded for their special- 
ized training, they will prepare 
themselves in droves. We will need 
to have the way open for them in 
industry.” 

Better jobs are closely tied to 
better housing. We have received 
letters from educators in the South 
who favored integration of the 
schools but who felt that integration 
would not come in their communi- 
ties until there has been a decade 
of better jobs for Negroes, result- 
ing in better homes and a higher 
physical and moral environment 
which in turn would better prepare 
Negro children for competition with 
the more privileged white children. 
The principal of a Negro Junior 
High School in Georgia wrote, “Our 
boys and girls have lived for so long 
in such physical, moral and intellec- 
tual squalor that they cannot meet 
the challenge of a better educational 
environment until we have had sev- 
eral years of community trans- 
formation.” 


Where We Fail 

Americans may get a fresh view 
of their youth problems in the re- 
action of visitors from abroad. The 
king of one of four federated states 
of Uganda, British East Africa, sur- 
veyed the facts of juvenile delin- 
quency and youthful crime while 
visiting in this country. “I must ad- 
mit I am surprised to find such prob- 
lems in this highly civilized and 
wonderful country. Nothing like 
this exists in my native land. The 
young people of our tribe have too 
much respect for their elders and for 
authority.” 

When pressed by reporters to 
elucidate his statement, he explain- 
ed, “Our young people realize that 
there can be no happiness or plea- 
sure without orderly living and fair 
play. But order and fair play cannot 
come without compassionate and 
understanding authority at one end 
and obedience and cooperation at 
the other. How can there be civil- 
ization without this? And how can 
any nation stay civilized if they don’t 
have it?”

FALSEHOOD AND TRUTH 


ERE are further salient facts behind the confusion and debate about 
the military strength of the U. S. vs. that of the Soviet, the “missile 
gap,” “atomic deterrence,” etc. 


SPOKESMEN FOR MILITARY EXTREMISM, strongly backed 
by the aircraft, missile and electronic industries, are continuing the propa- 
ganda campaign for additional billions to overtake the supposed superiority 
of Russia in long-range atomic missiles. If one should doubt the part indus- 
try has played in this effort, then examine the scores of sleekly dramatic 
full-page color ads in national magazines which speel the virtues of planes 
and missiles made by the corporations sponsoring the ads. And don’t forget 
that these ads are listed as part of defense costs, hence are paid for out of 
the tax-payers’ money! Congressmen who have these industries in their con- 
stituencies are very vocal for larger military spending; Democrats (who see, 
in the Administration’s efforts to hold the line in military spending, a chance 
to whip up a political issue) also add to the pressure for bigger arms budgets. 


RESEARCH REPORTS, being used conspicuously to support the 
alarmist view, are mostly financed by such organizations as the Rand 
Corp., which is closely allied with the electronic industry; by the Rocke- 
feller interests, which are intimately associated with the vast Navy and Air 
Force fuel expenditures: and even by some university groups where scien- 
tific research is heavily supported by defense allotments. 

U. S. INTELLIGENCE FINDINGS, however, do not support the 
extremists. Allen Dulles, chief of the CIA, has repeatedly stated that the 
Soviet missile program, like our own, is still in the experimental develop- 
ment stage. It is true that the Russians have achieved superiority in rocket 
power as evidenced in their weighty satellite and moon shots, but the U. S. 
has gained the edge in producing a variety of missiles of long and medium 
range, to be fired from submarines and from fast long-range bombers while 
still far from Russia’s frontiers. This is the backbone of our present de- 
fense system. 

STILL MORE IMPORTANT is the widespread admission that both 
the U. S. and Russia have ample atomic missiles of various descriptions 
with which each could destroy the other's civilization several times over. 
This is conceded by military leaders as well as by scientists. (See N. Y. 
Times, April 7; Washington Post, April 8.) The plain truth, therefore, is 
that the debate over who has the edge is reduced to a macabre game played 
by high Pentagon officials over coffee cups. This debate currently centers 
on the “initial strike” or “pre-emptive” attack, a rather pointless guessing 
game, since both sides are so effectively armed that the nation which at- 
tacks first can only gain a fleeting advantage. an advantage that would be 
swallowed up in mutual massive suicide. This end is guaranteed by the 
knowledge that the defense chiefs of both the U. S. and the U. S. S. R. have 
seen to it that they have ample reserve striking power which would escape

Protestant Persecutions 


The Roman Catholic hierarchy in 
Colombia, South America, is taking 
steps to curb acts of violence against 
Protestants, according to reports re- 
ceived in this country from evangel- 
ical leaders in Latin America. Since 
1948 numerous instances of violence 
against Protestants have led to the 
death of over 50 persons and the 
destruction or partial destruction of 
over 200 Protestant churches and 
schools. 

Since the fall of Gen. Rojas Pin- 
illa two years ago, the new Liberal 
Government has been taking more 
positive steps towards implementing 
the Constitutional guarantee of free- 
dom of religion. The Catholic hier- 
archy has issued a new format for 
Catholic-Protestant relations. It is 
believed that this action is spurred 
by recent little publicized statements 
by Pope John XXIII to encourage 
more relaxed relations with non- 
Catholics in Catholic countries. “The 
stick and the stone are out,” is the 
remark often heard among Latin 
American Catholics. One American 
Catholic top official said that all acts 
of violence against Protestants have 
been investigated by the church and 
that no priest has ever been impli- 
cated a second time after such in- 
quiry. 


Spanish Political Prisoners: Reut- 
ers News Service reports that over 
11,000 opponents of General Fran- 
co’s regime were held in prison dur- 
ing Eisenhower's visit to Spain in 
December. This stark background 
to the glittering publicity extrava- 
ganza celebrating Eihenhower’s visit 
is highlighted by the further reports 
from Spanish observers that “We do 
not yet know how many of them 
have been released.” 


World Peace Study Tour 


The annual 1960 study tour of the 
Board of World Peace of the Meth- 
odist Church, to nations of northern 
Europe and Russia, is scheduled for 
July 18 to Aug. 27 and will be led 
by field secretary Dr. Carl Soule. 
Included in the tour program will 
be interviews with leaders in the 
church, political and social life of 
Britain, Germany, the Netherlands, 
France, Switzerland and Russia; at- 
tendance at the Passion Play at 
Oberammergau: visits to agencies 
related to the United Nations (the 
International Court of Justice at 
the Hague, the International Labor 
Organization, the World Health Or- 
ganization, the World Meteorologi- 
cal Organization at Geneva, the Ed- 
ucational, Scientific and Cultural 
Organization in Paris). About a third 
of the time will be spent in Russia, 
including visits to the Orthodox and 
Baptist churches.

Morality & Cigarettes 

While public attention still centers 
on the corruption in TV advertising, 
the underground war between public 
health officials and the tobacco 
trust rises to a higher crescendo 
over the relationship of cigarettes 
to cancer and heart disease. Dr. L. 
E. Burney, Surgeon-General of the 
Public Health Service, recently 
charged that filter-tipped cigarettes 
have not proved effective in reduc- 
ing the hazards of lung cancer. In 
writing in the Journal of American 
Medical Association, Dr. Burney 
emphasizes that no method of treat- 
ing cigarettes has reduced the peril. 
Yet some cigarette brands are ad- 
vertising a reduction of tars and 
nicotine and making many and vari- 
ous false claims. 


Dr. Burney’s statements, which 
are fully supported by extensive re- 
search of the last two decades, em- 
phasize that: (1) The weight of evi- 
dence at present overwhelmingly im- 
plicates smoking as the principal 
cause of lung cancer. (2) Cigarette 
smoking also is particularly associ- 
ated with the increased incidence of 
heart disease in all its various 
forms. (3) Stopping cigarette smok- 
ing, even after long exposure, has 
proved to be beneficial, thus doubly 
underscoring the relationship of 
cigarette smoking to cancer. (4) No 
method of treating tobacco or filter- 
ing the smoke has been demonstrat- 
ed to be effective in reducing the 
hazards of lung cancer and _ heart 
disease. (5) The non-smoker has 
shown a much lower susceptibility 
to cancer and heart disease than the 
smoker, in all controlled studies, 
whether analyzed in rural areas, ur- 
ban regions or according to indus- 
trial occupations or sex. There is 
little room left for debate about oth- 
er elements having a decisive bear- 
ing; this refers particularly to the 
counter charge by the cigarette man- 
ufacturers and their laboratory spe- 
cialists that lung cancer is more 
likely caused by exhaust from auto- 
mobiles, smoke from __ industrial 
chimneys, etc. In little more than a 
quarter of a century the death rate 
from lung cancer among white men 
has risen from 3.8 to 31 for each 
100,000 persons. 


The cigarette trusts are spending 
large sums on their own scientists 
and laboratories, digging up any 
“facts” or findings that they can 
present to defend the interests of 
the cigarette business. Spokesmen 
for the cigarette corporations charge 
that the statements by Dr. Burney 
are “unfair” to the cigarette smoker 
and to the millions of persons who 
find their livelihood in the tobacco 
business. But what should come 
first — public health or the profits 
of the few? Can’t the workers in the 
cigarette factories be more usefully 
employed?

NO MATTER WHO STRIKES FIRST, scientists and the military 
agree that 50 to 60 million Americans will die in the first 60 days of atomic 
war and 30 to 40 million more will suffer physical and genetical damage. 
Russia’s losses are forecast in even heavier proportions with the inclusion 
of the millions in Asia, Northern Africa and Latin America who will face 
death and injury from wind-born radiation, arising from the thousands of 
square miles of atomic rubble. (For projected losses in atomic war, see the 
Bulletin of Atomic Scientists. Jan.. 58.) While Civil Defense officials and 
industrial groups, which are financially interested, are beginning a drive for 
a nation-wide system of atomic bomb shelters, little promise from these is 
held out by leading scientists for obvious reasons: How will millions get out 
of skyscrapers and crowded apartments and into bomb shelters when less 
than 15 minutes in warning time can be assured? The problem of air, food 
and water that can be protected from contamination is simply insurmount- 
able — as well as the medical care and supplies for the millions who will not 
get into the shelters. It is for these reasons that the Russians, with their 
usual earthy realism, plan no shelters, have had no Civil Defense drills. 
(AP dispatch from Moscow, June 27.) 


THESE CONCLUSIONS, so contrary to the war-breathing head- 
lines in much of the press and radio, are held quite generally by the leading 
physicists and nuclear scientists who created the atomic age and who made 
possible the present atomic arsenals; these are also the views of most of the 
world’s leading geneticists. The scientists fear communism as much as the 
rest of us, but their knowledge of the nature of the atom does not permit 
confidence in the images drummed up by politicians and the military and 
industrial leaders whose personal advancement, fortunes and profits depend 
upon keeping the defense parade going as if nothing basic had changed. (A 
study of the Bulletin of the Atomic Scientists in recent months, available 
in any adequate public library, provides ample evidence of these conclu- 
sions, for in its pages the scientists have debated all angles of atomic war.) 


OVER AND ABOVE THIS REVELATION of prevailing falsehood 
and truth is another fact which this New ‘>tter has emphasized through the 
years: The entire plan of world domination nurtured by the Kremlin is not 
that of conquest by the striking power of the Russian armed forces but, 
rather, by infiltration, Marxist education, subversive agitation and finally 
by internal revolution. The Red revolution is violent, bloody and without 
mercy to the “enemies of the proletariat.” The proletariat of each revolu- 
tionary area is to be armed and instructed by Communist agents, Russian 
or otherwise. But in no part of the Communist teachings are there any in- 
structions or even suggestions that the Russian armies, sea or air fleets are 
to be used as instruments of Communist conquest. Their role is solely a sup- 
porting one, rather than active, providing the supplies, tactical training and 
leadership to the native armed proietariat. Lenin in his most important writings instructed that 
the revolution should not even be attempted until there was abundant evidence that the native 
proletariat could carry the revolution through to a successful conclusion without depending on 
the ‘‘Mother Soviet.’’ A succinct summary of Communist directives on the use of violence will be 
tound in the editor's book Journey Into Light (Between The Lines Press, $2.50). For the full texts, 
see Lenin’s Selected Works, Vol. X, pp. 61, 89, 91, 127, 186; also The Thesis and Statutes of the 
Communist International; The Agenda of the = World Congress of the International Communist 
Party, Moscow, ‘26.

At no time, moreover, has any one ever offered evidence that the 
Russians plan an attack by Soviet armed power against any point of vital 
U. S. interest. Many news items have been blown up to imply that an attack 
Was imminent — especially when military appropriations have been before 
Congress. But these reports were invariably without basis in fact and, when 
the furore subsided, it left no evidence of substance on record that Russia 
has planned or does plan an attack against our frontiers. 

Actually, if the truth were honestly faced, any failure of the U. S. 
to keep up with Russia in the arms race is due to hasty wasteful U. S. mil- 
itary planning because of the unsupported, unsound theory that the Soviet 
threatens a military assault. We have lately spent billions upon billions on 
planes and surface fleets, all now obsolete. while the Russians have been 
content with but a fraction of our sea power and air power so they could 
concentrate on the atomic missiles of immense speed and power — which 
makes all other weapons out of date. 


Since Soviet armed power 


is an important background factor in 
world Communist expansion, Between The Lines has always discriminated 


between a “rational defense system” and “military extremism.” The former 
would prevent us from becoming exposed to any sudden change in Soviet 
policy; by contrast, military fanaticism drains our nation of its inner eco- 
nomic resources and its strength. freezing our energies at one level, leaving 
us unable to cope with the varied cunning interplay of political, economic 
and physical forces which characterize the Communist thesis in action. 
Russia’s brutal crushing of the Hungarian anti-Communist revolt does not previde con- 
trary evidence when fact is screened from distortion. Hungary is part of the Soviet defense 
system, just as the Caribbean is part of ours. Hence when Guatemala threatened to go Communist 
we quickly maneuvered the Reds out of power. And if the Reds take Cuba, we'll remove them 


at any cost. To protect U. S. interests in the Caribbean, the U. S. invaded Nicaragua and Mexico 
in this century.

T would be hard to devise a more impressive example of how U. S. mili- 

tary policy fails to meet the threat of Communist expansion than in the 
pressing situation in Cuba. For years, we ignored the plight of the Cuban 
people who lived under an intolerable system of exploitation as detailed in 
our reports of Dec. 15 and Jan. 1. American wealth invested in Cuba not 
only expressed little concern for the desperate poverty of the people, but 
actually condoned the brutalities of the Batista regime as it tortured and 
killed 20,000 in continuing its plunderous rule. Moreover, this indifference 
and collusion included the U. S. ambassadorial offices and the U. S. mili- 
tary mission, a fact which none have denied and which explains at least 
some of Castro’s harshness towards the U. S. 

WHEN THE STORM BROKE and Batista fled, Castro executed 
about 600 of the former dictator’s lieutenants, nearly all of whom were ac- 
cused of murder by the families of their victims. Official Washington and 
the U. S. press, after remaining undisturbed by the torturings and slayings 
by Batista’s executioners, cried with alarm at the lesser extremes under 
Castro. Then Castro's revolutionary battalions (composed of the half illiter- 
ate, half starved and fanatical youth that have always manned revolutionary 
movements) seized control of a financial and financial-political bureaucracy 
that had operated methodically for years under a system of bribes and pay- 
offs to keep the people subdued at home while profits were pumped on to 
Wall St., Boston and Chicago from which places the sugar, fruit, mining 
and utility interests had really ruled the island. How could the bearded 
“fidelistas,” sweeping down out of the mountains, take over a system like 
that without chaos —a situation made to order for Communist infiltration. 

EVERY COMMUNIST IS A TRAINED OPERATOR, not only 
in guerilla warfare but in the functioning of a revolutionary government. 
Some are trained in transportation and communications; others are experts 
in state financing to be ready when banking is taken over from private en- 
terprise: still others are skilled in housing, agriculture reform and distribu- 
tion. Of Castro’s Administration, probably a third are Reds. but they are 
trained observers and he needs them. Seasoned observers believe Castro him- 
self is not a Communist and that he is keeping control of these men while 
he uses their talents and training. It is expected that he will dump them as 
readily as he has dumped those of his followers who have tried to moderate 
the all-out revolution which Castro envisions in his “people’s capitalism.” 

BEHIND THE CHAOS IS ADMITTED ACHIEVEMENT: Rents, 
telephone and electrical rates have been slashed 30 to SO per cent; mortgage 
rates reduced; tax laws revised to favor the poor while putting a deeper bite 
on the rich; U. S. gambling rackets put under strict control; all kick-backs 
and bribes in government abruptly ended with the firing squad to enforce 
honesty. The American-owned giant utility corporation has been ordered to 
extend its electrical service to rural areas. Millions of acres of land owned 
by a few wealthy Americans and Cubans and American corporations have 
been confiscated — with a point of moderation seldom noted — each fam- 
ily being allowed to keep 1,000 acres and each corporation 3,000. The land 
is to be paid for at the low rate of assessment that had been dictated in the 
past by these same interests to avoid higher taxes. Castro, with ironic mirth, 
says, “We'll pay them what they have themselves insisted represented a fair 
value.” And the ragged landless campesinos cheer. The land is to be paid 
for with 20 year Government bonds at 4 per cent. 

Of course, as seems inevitable during any such basic social upheav- 
al, there are many cruel injustices. and many Cubans of property and pro- 
fessional standing have been hurt. Many former supporters have turned 
anti-Castro, for they had looked forward to moderate, tempered progress, 
which we agree would have been far more wise and constructive. But the 
emotional Castro shouts, “They've been hungry a hundred years.” Certainly 
the record of achievement in only one year — despite the chaos — is im- 
pressive. (See Robert Taber, the Nation. Jan. 23; Chesly Manly. Washing- 
ton Post. Jan. 2; R. Hart Phillips, N. Y. Times, Dec. 17. 18. 19.) 

BEFORE THIS WELTER OF PANDEMONIUM AND PROG- 
RESS, official Washington stands stunned and helpless, muscle-bound by a 
costly defense system that has no technique. no resources to meet the 
need, although it is a situation such as the Communists have pictured for 
40 years as “a prelude to the revolution.” We hope the wait-and-see policy 
of the State Dept. and White House means that earnest efforts are being 
made through friendly capitals in Latin America to bring constructive 
forces into play. But those who demand armed invasion of Cuba could 

hardly serve the cause of communism more effectively. Can we strengthen 
the cause of freedom by aping the Reds in Hungary? Only those who can 
: emonstrate that they are the friends of the little people in all Latin Ameri- 
1, the millions who now watch Castro with such burning sight, can be the 


lout in this hemisphere tomorrow.
